Committee on Memorials—On motion of H. W. Peck, a Com- 
mittee of five was appointed to receive, consider and report upon 
memorials, to be presented to the General Conference. The com- 
mittee selected for this purpose was: L. A. District, J. L. Pitner; 
Fresno, H. J. Crist; San Diego, B. C. Cory; at large, H. W. Peck and 
F. D. Mather. 

Dr. Mains of the New York Publishing House was introduced 
and addressed the Conference. 

On motion of S. A. Thomson, A. J. Wallace was invited to speak 
on the work of the San Francisco Book Concern, after which Dr. 
Mains answered some questions. 

J. B. Green presented the report of the Treasurer of Confer- 
ence Funds. Report was adopted. (See report.) 

P. H. Bodkin, presented the following resolution, concerning the 
address of Dr. Mains, which was adopted: 

Resolved—That we have heard with pleasure the address of 
Dr. Mains relative to the business management of the New York 
Branch of the Book Concern. His lucid explanations of the in- 
ventory process, by which the capital stock of the eastern house 
was necessarily reduced, have confirmed in us the confidence we 
have ever had in the good judgment and business integrity of 
the agents.

Question XIII—“Was the Character of Each Preacher Exam- 
ined?” 

G. F. Bovard, presiding elder Los Angeles District, was called, 
his character passed, and he read the following report: 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


In presenting this report, at the close of my term as Presiding 
Elder, I desire to place on record my high appreciation of the uni- 
form courtesy and cordial co-operation of the Ministers and Lay 
members of the District. Whatever of success that has come to 
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my administration is largely due to their consecrated efforts under 
the leadership of the Holy Spirit. 

During the past year, with but few exceptions, the health of 
the pastors and their families has been good. W. A. Knighten of 
Newman Church of this city, has had a severe siege of sickness, 
but has been able to have general oversight of his church most 
of the time. Early in the year, the Rev. W. Stevenson and Rev. R. 
S. Cantine, both eminent members of this Conference, were called 
to their eternal home, and later Rev. J. D. Crum, a charter mem- 
ber of this Conference, followed them. About the middle %f Mrch 
last, Mrs. Widney, wife of Dr. J. P. Widney, after much patient 
suffering, went to dwell with Jesus forever. In the death of these 
co-workers, the Church has sustained a very great loss. I can- 
not refrain from mentioning, also, the death of Rev. S. L. Hamilton, 
although he was not a member of this Conference. He was always 
deeply interested in everything that tended to build up the cause 
of Christ. He was kind, sympathetic and helpful; hence, we 
greatly miss him. 

The superannuated and supernumerary members living within 
the bounds of the district, have from time to time rendered val-> 
uable service to the Church. 

There has been made but one change in the appointments as 
they appear in the Journal of last year. FF. L. Donohoo, who was 
pastor of Wesley Chapel, early in December, withdrew from the 
ministry and membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Bishop Hamilton transferred G. R. Bryant, of the West Texas Con- 
ference, to fill the vacancy. Brother Bryant has taken up the 
work vigorously among his people. He has had many conver- 
sions and accessions. Plans are being matured for a new church 
building. Brother Bryant has also organized a class at Pasadena 
and some other points. The colored population of Southern Cali- 
fornia is rapidly increasing, and the day is not far distant when 
another colored minister will be needed in this Conference. 

The work among the Spanish-speaking people has done fairly 
well. A lot, on which to build a chapel has been purchased, and 
some money subscribed toward the building. The Spanish indus- 
trial school for girls is comfortably housed in its new building at 
Prospect Park. The building cost about $8,000, and was dedicated 
by Bishop Hamilton early in January, free from debt. 

The Chinese Mission continues its aggressive work. Several 
have been converted, baptized and received into the Church. 

Dr. Widney and his helpers have been faithful in carrying on 
the work in his Mission building on Santee street, near Ninth. 
Many homes have been made glad by the timely visits and Chris- 
tian sympathy from these devoted workers. 

Some new work has been opened. The Rev. J. R. Yost, a 
supernumerary member of the Idaho Conference, has organized 
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several Sunday Schools and formed a class at Lemon, and another 
at Newmark. A class of about forty members was recently or- 
ganized at Sawtelle, and must have a pastor for next year. Some 
steps have been. taken toward organizing work on West Adams 
street of this city. A good corner lot of ample size has been se: 
cured, on which a payment of $500 was recently made. The pas- 
tors have been very faithful in looking after all the interests of the 
Church. Quite successful revivals have been held in a goodly 
number of the churches. The spiritual condition of the district is 
as encouraging as at any former time. 

Extensive improvements have been made, and several new 
churches and parsonages erected. About $500 was spent on the 
property at Alhambra. At Burbank a new bell was purchased 
and other improvements made, at a cost of $125. The Church at 
Fernando was repainted, and a modern seven-room parsonage built 
at an expense of $2150. Some repairs were made on the Church 
at Florence. A chapel and small parsonage was built at Hynes, 
costing about $1,500. At Long Beach a new pipe organ was put 
into the church, and some other improvements made, aggregating 
$4,100. More than $150 was expended on Asbury Church. 

The Boyle Heights Church has paid $250 on improvements 
and reduced their debt about $6300. Centennial congregation has 
been worshiping in a tent during the year. They have paid for 
their lot $3,100, and are now in the midst of a new church enter- 
prise, which will cost about $6,000. Central Church is being re- 
modeled and modernized at an expense of $4,000, all of which is 
subscribed on the Bowen plan of payments. Central Ave. Church 
has spent about $100°on repairs. Epworth Church was repainted 
and other improvements made at a cost of $100. Hamilton congre- 
gation was worshiping in a tent at the beginning of the year. It 
now has one of the most delightful church homes in the city, and 
when completed, will cost about $12,000. It is in a rapidly growing 
part of the city, and will soon become one of our flourishing 
ehurches. Haven Church is in the midst of a new church enter- 
prise that will involve an expenditure of about $12,000, of which 
amount $10,000 has been subscribed on the J. W. Powell plan. The 
Sunday School room is now complete, and will be formally opened 
next Sunday morning. ; 

About $150 was spent on improvements by Newman Church, 
Pico Heights congregation has purchased a parsonage on which 
$500 has been paid. The church property of Union avenue has 
been improved at an expense of $200. University Church has 
. been remodeled, Sunday School facilities made equal to the best in 
the city; a pastors’ study added, and other improvements made, 
aggregating an expenditure of about $14,000. The entire amount 
has been subscribed, and a large portion of it paid. A very elegant

parsonage, valued at $10,000, has recently been purchased by the 
Westlake Society, and some improvements have been made on the 
church building. A good church site has been secured at 
Moneta, at a cost of $300. Monrovia has purchased a vocalion 
for $400, and made some improvements on the church. More than 
$200 was spent in increasing the Sunday School facilities of Ocean 
Park Church. Pasadena First Church has paid more than $10,000 
on the debt, and given very large contributions to other lines 
of Christian work. The debt on Lamanda Park parsonage has 
been reduced by payment of $100. Lincoln Avenue Church has paid 
more than $200 on improvements. North Pasadena congregation 
has remodeled, enlarged and carpeted their church at an expense 
of about $2,000. The improvements on South Pasadena Church 
cost nearly $200. 

Pomona paid about $2,300 for increased facilities for Sunday 
School work. A new parsonage at Prospect Park has been built 
at a cost of $1,800. San Pedro expended $100 on its property. 
Santa Monica has just completed a very cozy and commodious 
parsonage, and made some repairs on the church, at a total ex- 
penditure of $2,300. The church and parsonage at Tropico have 
been repainted at a cost of $150. The aggregate amount paid by 
the district during the past year, on improvements on the church 
property, exclusive of the amount paid on debts is about $40,000. 
Simpson Auditorium has been redeemed, which adds at least $70,- 
000 to the assets of Methodism. 

The amount paid for ministerial support is far in excess of 
any previous year. Nearly every church has paid the claim in full, 
while a few have gone beyond the estimates. . 

The Los Angeles District has pledged more than $8,000 of the 
$10,000 to be paid to the Committee on General Conference Enter- 
tainment, to help pay the extra traveling expenses of delegates. 

The various benevolent causes have had our careful attention. 
The apportionments were sent out early in the year. The mis- 
sionary secretary of the district has rendered faithful assistance 
from time to time, in keeping the question of missions before the 
people, but the success of the efforts to meet our apportionment 
is due to the loyalty and enthusiasm of the pastors, backed by 
the cordial assistance of the Sunday School superintendents. 

The reports of the great Missionary Convention held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, last October, have greatly stimulated giving to the 
missionary cause. Exclusive of the $5,000 special gifts last year, 
Los Angeles District gave $6,712 to the missionary cause, which 
was $2,112 in excess of the-apportionment. This year the Commit- 
tee on Apportionments in the missionary office at New York asked 
use to raise $5,000 for missions. We have raised that amount and 
have a surplus of more than $4,700, or a total of more than $9,700. 
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Barring the special gifts of last year, our contribution of this year 
shows a gain of about $3,000. Special mention should be made of 
the generous contribution to the missionary cause by our church 
at Long Beach, which paid about $4 per capita of $1,650. 

The report to be given by the Committee on Education pre- 
cludes the necessity of my giving attention in this report to the 
excellent work that is being done by the University of Southern 
California. High grade work has been done, and the prospects for 
the future are encouraging. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that I am deeply conscious 
of my own imperfections and limitations. I am, therefore, exceed- 
ingly grateful to Almighty God for His abundant grace, so freely 
bestowed upon the churches during my administration of six 
years. The work has advanced along all lines. In 1897 there were 
36 charges within the bounds of the present Los Angeles District. 
I now have it with 52 charges. The number of Sunday School 
scholars, and the membership of the church have increased about 
50 per cent. A deeper and stronger spiritual life pervades our 
churches. We have had some gracious revivals and a large num- 
ber of accesions to the church, as the result thereof. 

Our contribution to the missionary cause each year has been 
far in excess of the apportionment. Last year it reached the high- 
water mark, and placed our Conference at the head of all Con- 
ferences in its per capita contribution to the Missionary Society. 

The Twentieth Century Offering of the Los Angeles District 
was more than $240,000. 

Fourteen churches and seventeen parsonages have been built 
at an aggregate cost of more than $300,000. 

And yet I believe we have but entered the door of oppor, 
tunity. We earnestly hope that the next six years may witness 
victories a hundred fold more significant.

Presentation to Dr. Bovard—After an address of appreciation 
of the six years’ service of G. F. Bovard, as Presiding Elder of Los 
Angeles District, Dr. J. L. Pitner presented him with a silver tea 
set from the pastors of the Los Angeles District.

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


It would be impossible in the little time and few paragraphs 
allowed for this report, to speak of all that has been done in the 
field allotted to us. The holy ambitions, prayers, ardent longings, 
labors, day and night, of God’s Ambassadors, for the furtherance 
of His work cannot be writtten, cannot be known to us, it is enough 
that

“Jesus their toils delighted sees, 
Their industry vouchsafes to crown.” 


Forty-three pastors a year ago went cheerfully to their various 
fields, to preach the Gospel and to cultivate Immanuel’s land, and 
the Gospel preached by them in its simplicity and purity has proved 
itself to be the game old Gospel of the past, “The power of God 
unto: Salvation.” 

There have been some pastoral charges. Bro. W. H. Jennings, 
appointed to Fullerton last fall, was obliged, through illness, to 
leave the work three months later; he is now with his father in 
Indianapolis, with little hope of ever being able to take up the 
work again. Bro. Jennings was a very excellent pastor, and his 
going from us is a loss to our Conference. Rev. Henry Roissy of 
New York was appointed to fill out the year at Fullerton, which 
he has done most acceptably to all concerned. I. E. Wright, on ac- 
count of temporary illness, gave up his work at Del Rosa in May. 
C. W. Dane has supplied the place since then. F. L. Tuttle sup- 
plied Randsburg elz hit MOE Ss ae © mente S COLTS student 
from our University, the balance of the year. Rev. H. 
C. Mullen was transferred from the St. Louis Confer- 
ence, to the Southern California Conference, and appointed 
to Imperial, an entirely new work, where he has done excellent 
service through much hard labor, having six preaching places 
which necessitates one hundred and thirty miles of travel. EVs 
H. Baker, who at the last session of our Conference, took a super- 
numerary relation, has withdrawn from the ministry and member- 
ship of our Church, and his credentials are in the hands of the 
Secretary of the Conference. 

There has been serious illness and death in some homes dur- 
ing the year. Mrs. H. H. Baker, who, after years of suffering and 
invalidism, was happily released by death in November. January 
18th, Mrs. Libby, wife of Rev. C. L. Libby, of Redlands, was 
stricken by disease, and in one brief hour had passed into glory. 
Miss Grey Woodward, only daughter of Bro. T. H. Woodward, our 
pastor at Orange, a beautiful young woman of 19 years, who was 
stricken with disease, and after months of severe suffering, passed 
to her home in Heaven, October 19th. . 

Perris, in the Allessandro Valley, has become almost completely 
depopulated of Methodists, and the pastor, C. W. Dane, not being 
able to secure a support, was permitted to assist pastors in special 
services, which he did with much acceptance, until an appointment 
was open for him. 

Nineteen churches have held protracted meetings during the 
year, with more or less success, marked results attended those 
held in Riverside and Redlands, where Mr.’ Potter of Chicago as- 
sisted the pastors, the converts numbered up into the hundreds in 
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both places. A. very excellent meeting was held in San Dimas, the 
pastor being ably assisted by Bro. W. B. Bell. About thirty were 
converted. 

The Sunday Schools and Junior Epworth Leagues are, as a 
rule, well. officered and doing good service. The 387 Epworth 
Leagues of the district, are prosperous, and have greatly helped 
in the churches, where special services have been held. About 
five hundred and fifty Epworth Heralds are taken by our young 
people. 

The Spanish Mission, embracing Redlands, Riverside, San Ber- 
nardino, Colton and Ontario, and. having its headquarters in Red- 
lands, is in charge of Rev. Paul Penzotti, who came to us from 
South America. The Spanish population of these towns is from 
three to four thousand. The only church is at Redlands, where 
the pastor holds services regularly on Sabbath and prayer meet- 
ing on Wednesday night. The average attendance on Sabbath 
services is 45. There are 76 members, who have contributed $82 
toward the support of the mission during the year. My conviction 
that the only way to realize any real success with the Mexican peo- 
ple, is to train the children in doctrine and righteousness, and in 
time they will come into the church as faithful and true Christians. 

Our Japanese Mission in Riverside is in a prosperous condition, 
Mr. T. W. Hammond, a business man of the city, is the very suc- 
cessful Superintendent. There are two mission night schools 
maintained during the year, one in the Mission building, and the 
other at Arlington, and more than a hundred Japanese have been 
reached in this way and helped educatively. Half a score have 
been baptized, and quite a number converted during the year. 

Santa Ana, through the sale of the old church property, has 
lessened her indebtednes by $2,500. San Bernardino has paid 
the last $1,000 on a debt that has been a burden ever since it has 
had a being, and has handicapped every pastor who has_- ever 
been there. First Church, San Diego, has gathered up a number of 
floating debts, and consigned them to oblivion by paying $1360. The 
financial condition of this church is verp hopeful, indeed; the ex- 
pense of the block now being met by the income of rentals. Riv- 
erside has paid $500 on parsonage debt; likewise Fullerton $430. 
Oceanside has met its)Church Extension indebtedness of $272, 
which was a large sum for so small a society to raise. Hemet 
has paid a debt of $200. Rialto $100 on parsonage debt. Arling-. 
ton arranged four years ago to reduce the parsonage indebtedness 
$100 a year, and did not forget to do that this year. Highland ex- 
pended $700 in repairing their parsonage, and it is now among the 
best parsonages of the district—modern in every respect. san 
Diego First Church has expended $450 on Sunday-School room 
and furnishings for parsonage. Whittier $260 in building a stable 
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and lighting the church with electricity. Fallbrook $200 on painting 
the church and installing gasoline light plant, which has proved 
a success. Arlington painted and papered the church at an ex- 
pense of $284. Corona expended $300 on painting church and 
parsonage. Cucamonga $248 on repairing parsonage. Covina $175 
on decorating the parsonage. Hemet $128 on parsonage and 
church. Westminster $110 on church and parsonage. Lordsburg 
$140 on painting church and parsonage. Highgrove $120 on par- 
sonage. Central San Diego, Garden Grove, Nestor, Banning, Elsi- 
nore and Anaheim, have expended smaller amounts than those 
above, on church property. Upland has purchased a $190 organ 
for their church. Artesia also has a new organ for church pur- 
poses, and Elsinore had a very fine $200 organ donated by a 
friend of the church. Santa Ana has been very fortunate in the 
gift of a fine pipe organ from Mrs. King, in memory of her de- 
ceased husband; appropriate dedicatory services were held early 
in the Conference year. The cost of the organ was $2,000. 

The new church began in Redlands last year, was completed and 
dedicated June 7th by Bishop Hamilton. This church is beautiful 
in its architecture, as to the exterior and interior, its seating ca- 
pacity is greater than was expected, which is somethirg new in 
church building. The entire cost was $50,000. On the day of 
dedication, $12,500 was raised, which was more than was needed 
to meet all indebtedness. Bishop Hamilton says of the Redlands 
Church, “It is the best church for the money on the Pacific 
Coast.” 

Riverside has had to enlarge her borders, in order to accom- 
modate the growing congregation. Having just built the best par- 
sonage in the Conference, with one exception, at a cost of $4,000, 
the people hesitated to undertake the work of enlarging the 
church; it was just then that an elect lady, in the person of Mrs. 
Lucia A. S. Hicks, came to the pastor, with a donation of $5,000 
for a Hicks Memorial Chapel, in memory of her deceased hus- 
band; this was inspiration for the people, and readily $6,000 more 
were subscribed to otherwise enlarge and beautify the church; 
the building is nearly completed, and Riverside has a most excellent 
and commodious church home, where pastor and people together 
can do most efficient work for God. 

Wildomar, in its palmy days, boasted two good churches. The 
dry seasons came on, and’ the people were compelled to leave. The 
Friends’ Church was sold about two years ago for old lumber. The 
United Presbyterians abandoned the field, and the few people 
left were without church privileges. The Presbyterian Church 
was for sale, and we bought it for $250. The building will seat 
300 people, is modern in style, and could not be built today for 
less than $2000. 
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San Dimas needed a hall for social and other purposes. Our 
Methodist people conceived the idea of supplying that need, and 
so purchased an unused school building, and moved it onto the 
church lots; the entire enterprise cost $800, and the building will 
be an improvement to our church property. 

Orange for too many years has had an inferior parsonage; this 
year the people said, “We will arise and build.’ Today we have 
a fine eight-room house, well furnished, that no society in the 
Conference would feel badly to own as a parsonage, and which 
any Methodist preacher would be happy to live in. The cost of the 
property was $2,100, and all provided for. 

Del Rosa, up near the foothills, has built as neat and cozy a 
five-room cottage parsonage as any young preacher could desire, 
at a cost of $900. 

Hemet last year built a church, and this year they have bought 
a parsonage—a five-room brick cottage and three lots, on which 
there is an abundance of fruit—for the nominal sum of $800, 
nearly one-half of this has been provided for. 

The benevolences have had careful attention, and I believe will 
all be in advance of former years. 

It has been a good year for missions, since the great conven- 
tion in Cleveland, the missionary spirit has been in all hearts, and 
the people have had a mind to give. 

Five years ago, San Diego District paid $2,700 for Foreign Mis- 
sions. Last year it had climbed up to more than $4,000; and this 
year, thanks to energetic, faithful pastors and generous laymen, 
we have passed the $5,000 mark; this is nearly, if not quite, a dollar 
per member; the standard we have aimed at all the year. Then 
a man of God in Riverside, about to die, called his pastor to his bed- 
side, and told him he wished to leave to that cause so dear to every 
good man’s heart, Foreign Missions, $2000. So then we will have $7000 
from San Diego District, for the greatest work that can engage our 
energies. Then for new churches the district has raised $61,250 
and paid on indebtedness $10,862. For new parsonages $3,700, and 
on improvements on church property $3,859, making a grand total 
of $79,671. San Diego District pledges $2,008 on General Confer- 
ence entertainment. 

The increase in membership is about 900, and of probationers 
500. ‘ 

In all of the enterprises in connection with our church prop 
erty, and also the benevolences, the pastors and their wives, as well, 
have been prime movers and leading spirits. Some of the smaller 
churches have done but little for benevolences, but that little, was 
more to such churches, than the most given by larger churches, 
and represented just as much, if not more, energy, patience, solici- 
tude and tact in securing it. 
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In some churches no debts have been paid for improvements 
made (happily there was no need), that does not mean that the 
pastors have been idle—there is other work in the pastorate, and 
our pastors and wives have toiled faithfully, cultivating well their 
respective fields, and God has honored their labors.

J. B. Green, Presiding Elder of the Fresno District, was called, 
his character passed, and he read the following report: 


FRESNO DISTRICT. 


The year was one of the best in our history. God has been 
with us, His grace has sustained us, His word has not failed us. 
Our pastors were faithful, our people were loyal, we have many 
victories to rejoice over, 

We are grateful that the lives of our pastors and their families 
were spared. Severe illness visited some of our homes, but, ex- 
cepting one, all have recovered, or are rapidly recovering, Brother 
W. C. Botkin of Kern, being the latest convalescent. Brother Kin- 
ney of San Luis Obispo, is in more serious condition. An accident 
occurred last spring, by which several of his ribs were fractured 
and a lung lacerated. A subsequent attack of pneumonia has left 
him in such condition that it will be necessary for him to take a 
year’s rest. He is a successful man, and greatly loved by his peo- 
ple. 

Two of our superannuates, J. W. Leach and W. G. Leonard, 
served as supplies at Delano and Traver, respectively. A. H. Ore, 
formerly a Cumberland Presbyterian minister, supplied the Es- 
trella, Ct.; and Thos. Hanna, formerly a minister in the 
Congregational Church, gave very acceptable service as supply at 
San Miguel. W. G. Lopeman, a local preacher, supplied Waukena 
the last six months of the year. 

We can report progress in all the affairs of the district. Im- 
provements have been made on our churches and parsonages as 
follows: Bardsdale circuit parsonage repaired, and Sespi Church 
repapered, at a cost of $75. Santa Paula Church and grounds im- 
proved, at a cost of' $90; Saticoy Church refinished, $150; Santa 
Maria Church and lot improved, $255; San Luis Obispo Church 
and parsonage repainted, the parsonage refitted -and furnished and 
the street paved, at a cost of $700. A new lot purchased and paid 
for at Paso Robles. San Miguel has contracted for a good par- 
sonage, worth $1,000, and spent $130 repainting the church. Selma 
repainted and furnished parsonage and repainted the church at a 
cost of $500. Porterville introduced electric lights into the church: 
Tulare put up a steel tower for their bell and paid for it. The 
church at Isabella was painted. Some improvements were made 
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on the church at Kernville, and the material for a new parsonage 
purchased, amounting to about $850. The Hstrella-Church and 
parsonage were improved by the expenditure of $46. The church 
at Nipoma was refitted at a cost of $100, and the Arroyo Grande 
parsonage had expended on it the same amount. Bardsdale paid 
all its old debt of $384. Oxnard, with $700, completed payment 
of the old parsonage debt, and spent $125 on church improvement. 
Santa Barbara, as predicted last year, has collected much of the 
subscription taken for the purpose, and has forwarded. to the 
Church Extension Board the amount of its claim, but $1,000, and 
has a small part of that on hand, with ample subscription to pay 
the balance. A floating debt of $160 at Somis was cancelled by 
generous creditors; $75 was paid on the parsonage debt at 
Reedley. Santa Paula has inaugurated a new church movement. 
A subscription of $3,000 has been taken, and we hope soon to see 
this important society well housed in a suitable ehurch building 
and provided with modern appliances for its work. The Grangeville 
Church repapered, at a cost of $50. At Hanford $65 was spep* 
on the parsonage, and the church is now being repainted at an 
estimated cost of $300, the cash in hand to pay. The church at 
Kern was repainted at a cost of $105. Tehachapi added about $40 
worth of improvements to the church, and Ventura about an 
equal amount to the parsonage. Sanger improved their church 
at a cost of $100. The Bakersfield Society secured a_ sub- 
scription of nearly $14,000 for a new church. The Trustees have 
accepted plans for a beautiful and commodious house, and under 
wise management, the new church will be built in the near future. 

The new church at Fresno was so far completed as to permit 
the use of the Sunday School room early in the year. Bishop J. 
W. Hamilton conducted the opening exercises on March ist, when 
an additional subscription of $4,000 was raised, with which to com- 
plete the structure. The work has progressed slowly—no debt 
being their motto—and the auditorium will soon be ready for use. 
A pipe organ, worth, when finished, $5,000, has been contracted for. 
When fully completed, this will be one of our finest and most 
valuable properties, worth $35,000. The Florence Mission, which 
was built last year, was dedicated May 10, 1903, free from debt, 
and. without taking a subscription, Brother Miller has also secured 
two lots in the northwestern part of Frésno, on which to build 
another much-needed chapel. A Sunday School has been conducted 
in a rented room near this site, and the work developed far 
enough to prove its importance. 

It was found necessary to readjust the plan for building at 
Visalia. .The pastor, C. A. Bunker, transferred to us a year ago, 
has with great wisdom and endless patience, urged the putting of 
the old subscription into a tangible and available form, and with 
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considerable success. All interests of the church have been well 
eared for, and are in hopeful condition. After worshipping in a 
school house for many years, our class at Chatsworth Simi Ct. 
were moved to erect a church building. The result was that a 
sightly house, ample in size, admirable in appearance, convenient 
in arrangement, was dedicated last Sunday. Ample subscription 
was given to meet the entire cost of the church, which is $3,200. 
S. Gascoigne and his generous people are very happy over this 
achievement, and we all share in their joy. W. H. Ore, pastor of 
Estrella Ct. held a revival meeting in Hecho Cafion school 
house, fourteen miles east of Estrella, resulting in the conversion 
of fifteen, the organization of a class, and Epworth League, and a 
new preaching place. J. M. Taylor, of Selma, held a meeting at 
Mendocino school house, nine miles east of Selma, resulting in 
about twenty conversions, a class organization, and, prospectively, 
a new church. Brother Taylor also gathered a congregation of 
colored people at Fowler, and organized a society of forty mem- 
bers, which forms the second colored peoples’ church of this Con- 
ference. O. W. Reinus, of Grangeville, assisted by Brother Betts 
of Hanford, organized a class at Laton, nine miles north of Grange- 
ville. This will be a good society in a little while. Wm. Clague 
of Santa Maria has held some services at Guadalupe, a _ sadly 
neglected town on the Southern Pacific Railroad, ten miles from 
Santa Maria, and S. S. Sampson of Arroyo Grande has awakened 
some interest at the nearest 8. P. shipping point, Oceano. By the 
aid of generous friends in Los Angeles and vicinity, who were in- 
terested in us through the appeal of our noble W.H.M.S. Sub., Mrs. 
P. H Bodkin, we were enabled to employ a good supply, W. G. Lope- 
man, and reopened work at Waukena and Lake Side in Tulare 
county. 

The result has been that we have held more revival meetings, 
had more conversions and will report a larger increase of member- 
ship than ever before. 

Our net gain will be reported as about 350. 

In our thirty-seven charges we have thirty-nine Epworth 
Leagues, nearly aS many Junior Leagues, and fifty-seven Sunday 
Schools. Our young people are increasingly loyal to our church. 

An excellent Epworth League Convention was held in Selma, 
February 26, and another one at San Luis Obispo, April 23rd and 
24th. 

The Arroyo Grande Assembly and Campmeeting was held 
July, 28 to August 9. The Assembly program was one of unusual 
excellence, comparing favorably with those provided by assemblies 
of much greater pretentions. The campmeeting with Brother 
W. A. Betts, of Hanford as evangelist, was better attended than 
for some years. 
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Due attention was given to the benevolent collections. A year 
ago the district reported the largest collections in its history. We 
note in report a substantial increase over last year, for the mis- 
sionary causes, and in total for all causes. 

Fresno District includes six great counties, having a combined 
area of about 40,000 square miles. This is equal to three-fourths 
of the State of Ohio, four-fifths of Indiana, or all of Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. It now has a total 
population of about 165,000, or fewer people than are within a 
radius of twenty-five miles of Los Angeles. 

The problem of its development has not been fully grasped by 
the church. It is largely a mission field. It needs more detailed 
superintendence and careful administrative work, more self-denying, 
pioneering circuit preachers, and more missionary money to support 
them than it has ever had. 

I fail to see the wisdom and am sure of the inequality of our 
treatment as a missionary field. Fresno District should have much 
more than an equal share with the other districts in our Conference 
appropriation, and yet I well know that they have too little for 
their. own use. By some means the Conference should have a 
better supply. 

Fresno District has about twice as many preachers, is growing 
more rapidly, is in the midst of greater and just as needy popula- 
tions as any one of several English speaking missions in our 
territories. I do not complain that they get from $5000 to $8000 
each, while we last year received $1470.00, but I do say if we 
had proportionate missionary support with them, we could soon 
justify the increased expenditure. 

I thank the brethren for their many kindnesses to me personally. 
I commend their loyalty and faithfulness, and congratulate them 
on their success. » J. B. GREEN.

| THEOLOGICAL SCHOOLS. 


To the Bishops and Members of the General Conference of the 

Methodist Episcopal Church— 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: We, the members of the Southern 
California Conference in session assembled in Los Angeles, Cal., 
September 18, 1903, respectfully represent to your honorable body 
that for the past’ ten years it has been openly and persistently 
alleged on public platforms, in public prints and in pamphlets sent 
broadcast, throughout the church, that erroneous and false doctrines 
and destructive theroies have been, and are, now, taught in Boston 
Univetsity School of Theology and in Garrett Biblical Institute, 
and that in those schools the authority, genuineness and reliability 
of large portions of the Holy Scriptures have been discredited and 
denied; the trustworthiness and authority of the teachings of our 
Lord Jesus Christ minimized, and attacked; His possession of the 
attributes of Deity, when in the flesh, denied; and the teachings 
of the apostles and New Testament writers, (to whom Jesus 
Christ promised the guidance of the Holy Spirit in order that they 
might set forth all the truth to a lost world), are openly attacked 
as being unauthoritative and unreliable concerning the facts, 
truths, and personages of the Old Testament used by them in 
teaching Christ’s followers, and, 

THAT, Ten annual conferences have already strongly con- 
demned such teachings in our schools, and in some cases have 
withdrawn their support from the above mentioned schools, and 
have asked that a strict investigation be made, and, 
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THAT, It is alleged that-certain professors are still teaching 
the same theories and doctrines in our schools, and have since the 
General Conference of 1900 published, in book form, their de- 
structive doctrines and theories and have, because of their re- 
sponsible positions in the church, found easy entrance into Meth- 
odist hearts and homes, and, 

THAT, The institutions in which they teach have acquired 
such power in the local conferences where they are situated, due 
to the localizing of their graduates and other reasons, that it seems 
difficult to secure a fair and impartial investigation by the con- 
ferences to which was entrusted the duty of protecting the local 
schools from false doctrines and disloyal teachers, and whereas, 
such an investigation was last year desired by a large minority 
of one such conferences, and was denied them on motion of the 
president of the accused institution, 

NOW, THEREFORE, We desire to strongly re-affirm our un- 
alterable opposition to such teachers being in our theological 
schools and seminaries, and to such teachings being given to our 
sons and daughters, and to the coming ministry of our church, and 
we do very strongly insist that a thorough and impartial in- 
vestigation be made by the next General Conference (1904) into 
the teachings given in the above mentioned institutions, and into 
any others of whose loyalty to Methodist doctrines there may be 
a reasonable doubt, to the end that the Methodist Episcopal Church 
may be fully informed of the exact facts of the case, and a definite 
decision concerning the soundness of such teachings arrived at, and 
a long standing cause of much anxiety and sharp controversy 
removed, so that the church may give the whole of her energies 
to her soul-saving and edifying work, and further, 

THAT, In order that the above mentioned investigation may 
be characterized by mature deliberation and spiritual discernment, 
we do hereby request the Board of Bishops to lay before the next 
General Conference (1904) a full and complete statement, (with 
or without comment, as they may deem wise), of the theories and 
teachings given in the above mentioned schools, and of any others 
of whose teachings the Board of Bishops may be in doubt as to 
‘their being Biblical and Methodistic, and, 

THAT, We do further request that the rule requiring only 
a majority of the Board of Bishops for the confirmation of the 
election of a professor be changed to a two-thirds majority of the 
Bishops present and Voting. 

Your committee to whom was referred the following memorial 
recommend that it be adopted by the Southern California Con- 
ference and copies of it be sent to the next General Conference 
(1904), and to the Board of Bishops before their next semi-annual 
meeting. ; ’ 
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I] ON EVANGELISTIC WORK. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 
We, the members of the Southern California Conference, as- 


sembled in session in Los Angeles, Cal., September 16, 1903, re- 
spectfully represent to your honorable body, 

That, Methodism from the days of Wesley to the present hour 
has been blessed of God in turning millions of men from lives of 
sin and selfishness, to Christ-like living; and 

That, our church has in these first years of the twentieth cen- 
tury shown its loyalty and devotion to Jesus Christ by placing upon 
His altars over $20,000,000 to promote the interests of the cause 
of Christ. 

That, while many thousands of souls have been won to Christ 
during the same time, yet we believe that our beloved church can 
by the blessing of God, and by concentrated, continued effort un- 
der wise leadership, do vastly more and better spiritual work. 
We, therefore, respectfully pray that you will take steps to care- 
fully plan for, and organize, a great evangelistic movement within 
our church to the end that Methodism may continue to lead the 
Lord’s Hosts for the salvation of men, and do honor to our human 
founder, whose bi-centennial we have just celebrated; and more- 
over, we do hereby most earnestly pledge to you our whole-hearted 
support and co-operation in such a campaign, and for this end we 
will ever pray. 


Ill EVANGELISTS. 


Whereas, irresponsible Evangelists have injured the churches 
and caused much harm to the body of Christ; therefore, 

Resolved, that we memorialize the ensuing General Conference 
to so fix the status of the Evangelists connected with our church 
that after they are recommended by the Quarterly Conference, in 
case they are not members of the Annual Conference, they shall 
be examined in Doctrines and Discipline by the Annual Conference, 
and that they must secure a vote of approval by the Annual Con- 
ference before they exercise their gifts, and thereafter they must 
annually secure a vote of confidence before entering upon their. 
work. 


IV ON SUPERANNUATE FUND. 


We, the members of the Southern California Conference, re- 
spectfully represent to your honorable body that such legal and 
legislative steps be taken as are necessary for the adoption by our 
Church of the following plan for the support of our superannuated 
ministers, minister’s widows, and the children of deceased minis- 
ters: That, the annual subscription of each minister and proba- 
tioner of the church (native pastors in foreign fields excepted), in 
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effective relation shall be a sum equal to 8 per cent. on all salaries 
of $600 or more (not including house rent), as reported in the 
minutes of the previous year, but in no case shall any pastor’s con- 
tribution be less than $10 per annum. 

Each charge, also, (except in the foreign field), shall be re- 
quired to contribute to this fund a sum equal to 5 per cent. of the 
ministerial support of that charge. 

The pastor shall be held responsible for the full payment from 
his charge to the fund. If any Quarterly Conference shall fail 
to make the necessary provisions in this behalf, the pastor in 
charge shall take collections or subscriptions in the public congre- 
gations to meet the amount payable by the charge, according to 
the above assessment. 

Each superannuated minister shall receive annually $10 for 
each year of his effective service; each widow shall receive an- 
nually $5 for each year in which she was the wife of a minister 
during his effective service; and each child, under 16 years of age, 
shall receive annually $2 for each year of the father’s effective 
service; these claims to be apportioned pro rata from the monies 
in hand. 

The above provision shall not apply to those who have been 
located by the Conference, or to those who may have commuted 
their claim. 

In order that this fund may be made operative as soon as pos- 
sible, each Conference and Mission shall be required to raise imme- 
diately and pay into the fund a sum of money, or place at the 
disposal of the fund an equivalently productive property, the in- 
terest on, or proceeds from which, together with the annual assess- 
ments upon pastors and charges, and any other gifts or funds at 
the disposal of the management, shail meet the obligations incurred 
for that particular Conference or Domestic Missson, under the 
above plan. 

The profits of the Book Concern shall be paid into this fund. 

It is understood that this plan of supporting our superan- 
nuates, minister’s widows and children, shall not interfere with 
any local fund, or plan, of any conference, provided that it also 
meets the assessments made obligatory as above; but in any 
case this plan for the whole church shall be held to have first 
claim for support upon all conferences and Domestic Missions. 

Henceforth all monies received for annual distribution among 
the Conference claimants, shall be divided into two sums; the first, 
consisting of 75 per cent. of the whole, shall be called the General 
Fund; the second, consisting of 25 per cent. of the whole, shall 
be called the Necessitous Fund. 

The General Fund shall be divided among the Conference 
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claimants, and the Necessitous Fund shall be used for all cases 
not covered by the provisions of the General Fund. : 

The management of this fund shall consist of a Connexional 
Secretary and Treasurer (under amply sufficient bonds), together 
with a Board of Management composed of eight ministers and eight 
laymen, to be elected at each General Conference. 

Each Conference and Domestic Mission shall annually appoint 
a committee of three ministers and three laymen, who shall, under 
the control of the General Board, be responsible for the local 
collection and distribution of the General and Necessitous Funds 
within the bounds of their respective Conferences. 


V CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS’ MEMORIAL, 


We memorialize the General Conference to urge upon the Book 
Committee the justice and importance of no further large expendi- 
tures for buildings, that will lessen the dividends to our present 
claimants. 

Your committee, to whom this memorial was referred, reports 
favorably upon it, and recommends its adoption by this Conference.

Therefore, we, the members of the Southern California Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, respectfully request 
you to memorialize the President, and the Congress, of the United 
States of America to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage in the Territories, Islands, District of Columbia and all 
other places where the Federal Government has police control, to 
the end that the legislative and executive departments may be in 
harmony with the decisions of the Supreme Court.

PASTORAL ADDRESS 


To the Members of the Methodist Episcopal Churches of the Southern 
California Conference. Again we are permitted to extend to you 
our annual greeting: 

We rejoice with you over the progress of the Kingdom of Jesus 
Christ in the various fields of Christian effort in the world, but more 
especially the remarkable progress within the boundaries of our own 
Conference. Blessed revivals in many places have resulted in large ad- 
ditions to the membership of many Churches. The spirit of enlarged 
liberty has characterized our laity, resulting in larger gifts for Missions 
and the various Benevolences, more comfortable support for your 
Pastors, and new and nobler church edifices and more commodious 
parsonages have been erected. Also with your earnest aid the various 
departments of church activity have been more fully organized and 
made more effective. More wise and thoughtful care has been given to 
the Christian culture of childhood and youth, and the Epworth Leagues 
and Sunday Schools are on the whole doing better work. 

Still, there are dangerous tendencies, against which we all should 
carefully guard our beloved church:—there is still too much worldliness 
within our borders; too many have too little interest in saving lost 
men and women; too many regard the services of the sanctuary lightly, 
and judge them by their power to interest by their literary and musical 
excellence, instead of regarding them as the meeting places between God 
and man, and where Christ saves the lost, sanctifies believersand settles 
the destiny of souls. The home also has lost somewhat of its sanctity 
and family altars, in many homes, are neglected. 

What can be. done? 

Let parents remember that their babes are in the kingdom of God, 
and turnish them that kind of spiritual environment, such holy exam- 
ples, and those instructions and such carefully selected spiritual food, 
that, aided by the League, the Sunday School, and public services, they 
may in childhood become conformed to the image of Christ. ; 

To do this successfully the fathers and mothers must themselves 
not only minister at the family altars, they must also accompany their 
children to the various means of grace. 

To make our homes and churches what they should be every mem- 
ber, when possible, should be found in the Prayer and Class Meeting and 
at morning and evening Service on Sunday. 

This alone would revolutionize our church life, and result in great 
additions to the kingdom of God. Simple fidelity, according to the 
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teaching of the gospel in these directions, would make the year one of 
spiritual power and victory. It is of little profit to plead the necessity 
of and hope for a new Baptism of the Holy Spirit, as great as may be 
our longing for that, until we make nobler uses of the grace that God 
has already given to us. If we render the service and sacrifices easily 
possible, assuredly God will rebaptize us by His Spirit, thus making 
larger victories attainable. 

We need to guard our homes and our youth from pernicious litera- 
ture. There are papers that ought not to enter a Christian home, and 
books that are so poisonous that our youth should not see them. But 
good church papers and clean, sweet, inspiring books, should be as 
plentiful in the home to feed the soul as are the provisions on the table 
to feed the bodies. No member of our church can be an ideal Methodist 
without reading one of our church papers. 

And the parents who send their children to our own University 
have given them something better than gold or merchandise. 

Loyalty and fidelity are radical virtues. 

Fidelity to duty and loyalty to each other and to our own church, 
loyalty to our great Church Institutions and our Benevolences, loyalty 
to those in authority over us, loyalty to our own highest convictions 
and loyalty to God are each and all necessary parts of the complete 
loyalty of the noblest character. 

We pledge you our best efforts, united with yours, to make this the 
most spiritual, the most progressive and the most fruitful of all the 
years of our Conference history.

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Memoirs. 


Rev. Momaine S. Cantine, D. D. 


Rey. Romaine S. Cantine, D. D., was born in Trumansburg, New 
York, September 10,1837 and died in Chicago, Illinois, December 11, 
1902. His parents were earnest Godly people and they early sought to 
lead their son to Christ. Doubtless much of the nobility and usefulness 
of his later life was the result of the patient teaching and holyexample 
of these beloved parents. The experiences of his youth and young 
manhood were varied and romantic. When but a boy he set out to 
make a place for himselfin the world and was at first a news agent on 
the railroad, then a railway messenger, then a traveling concert singer, 
then a commercial traveler, and lastly a druggist. His educational 
privileges were limited to acourse in the common schools and some 
months spent in Genesee Seminary. 

About 1856 the family moved to Chicago. Here the father suffered 
financial reverses, times were hard and gaunt-faced poverty walked in 
through the open door of the home. Young Romaine entered heroically 
into the battle for bread. Now he ministered unto the sick with all the 
patience and gentleness of a woman, and now he walked many a weary 
mile through the streets of the great city in search of work that he 
might provide the necessities and comforts for those he loved. It was 
during these dark days that the pious mother was able to clasp the 
hand of her child and lead him out into the pathway upon which shines 
the light that is eternal. And there one night at her knee, Romaine 
lifted his head and looking up through the clouds, saw the gentle loving 
face of his Saviour and his King. It was also out of these struggles 
with adversity that there came that broad and generous sympathy 
with suffering humanity which was ever afterward the fulcrum of his 
power. 

In January 1860, at Woodstock, Illinois, he was married to Miss 
Helen Church, a woman of sweet and beautiful character and fine intel- 
lectual attainments who proved to be a sympathetic helpmate through 
all the years. She and one daughter still survive him. 

Upon the breaking out of the civil war, young Cantine raised a vol- 
unteer company and offered himself asa soldier to defend the flag, but 
defective eye sight caused him to be rejected. 
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In 1869, after along struggle against the conviction that he was 
called to preach, he surrendered to God and took up the work of the 
ministry. After pursuing a partial course in Garrett Biblical Institute, 
he was receiyed into Rock River Conference and appointed to Downer's 
Grove. His success as an evangelistic pastor was immediate and pro- 
nounced, For fourteen years he labored in that great Conference with 
‘ever increasing usefulness and came to be known as one of its most elo- 
quent, spiritual and efficient men. His appointments were Downer’s 
Grove, and Geneva, Illinois; Fulton Street, Oak Park, and Halstead 
Street, Chicago; Sterling, Illinois; Fourth Street, and Ada Street, 


Chicago. 
In October 1886, he was transferred to the So. California Conference 


and appointed to First Church of Los Angeles then called Fort Street 
Church. After five years of magnificent success in the field, he was 
transferred to the California Conference, spending one year at Van 
Ness Avenue, San Francisco, and five years at First Church, San Jose. 
In September 1897 he was transferred back to this Conference and 
again appointed to First Church where he remained for a second five 
years, making ten years in all giventothis church. Here Dr. Cantine 
did his greatest work. Here he gathered a congregation second to none 
in the connection and with the help of a loyal people builded a temple 
that is at once the joy and pride of Southern California Methodism. 

Dr. Cantine was a true and noble man. His life was rich with all 
the graces of the Spirit. Especially was he remarkable for the depth 
and tenderness of his sympathy. He was a man with a great and ten- 
der heart and none excelled him as a pastor in ministering unto the be- 
reaved or the unfortunate. He had a love for his brother ministers and 
their families which was touching and beautiful. No church which he 
ever served was short in its offerings for superannuates. In the man- 
agement of a church he showed rare skill and tact and it can be truth- 
fully said of every charge he ever served, ‘‘that all the people loved. 
him.”’ 

He was richly endowed for his work asa preacher of the gospel. 
He had a mind of splendid capabilities, original, vigorous and practical. 
He had profound knowledge of human nature and human history anda 
thorough grip upon the great life-giving truths of Divine Revelation. 
He had a high ideal of the purpose of the ministry and a rich and satis- 
fying personal Christian experience. What wonder it is that with all 
these natural endowments fused in the holy flame of God’s love, that 
not only were his churches filled with hearers, but that their altars 
were also filled with penitent seekers. His work was permanent and it 
will abide. 

At the last Conference, because of his great physical weakness, he 
asked to be relieved from the burdens of the pastorate and was ap- 
pointed agent for the superannuate funds. Going east in company with 
his wife for a short visit to their daughter, he was stricken down with 
an attack of pneumonia and after a brief illness, he passed on to be with 
God. He said, “good night” to his loved ones on earth and “good 
morning”’’ to his loved ones in heaven. 
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In January last his remains were brought back to Los Angeles and 
they now repose beside those of his mother in Rosedale. There upon 
the eastern hill slope of that beautiful city of the dead, is a spot to 
-which many pilgrims, young and old, love to journey and few there be 
that go who do not tarry to dropatear or casta flower upon the 
grave of this noble, generous, magnetic, Knight of the Cross. 

He is gone but his work abides. We miss, but we shall meet him. 
We seem to hear his sweet voice echoing down from the battlements of 
heaven as he sings, ‘‘I hope to meet you all in glory,’ andl am sure 
that when the pearly gates are pushed ajar and we walk through the 
golden streets, that there will be no face of saint more radient with joy, 
than that of Romaine S. Cantine.

Rev. Samuel DL. hamilton. 


The brotherhood of Methodist ministers cannot be confined within 
the narrow boundaries known as Conference lines. 

Rev. Samuel Luman Hamilton, though not technically a member of 
this Conference, was, in very deed, one of us. 

He shared our solicitude for the welfare of the local churches and 
rendered splendid service when duty called. He was always painstaking 
and thorough, For details he had a fondness that enabled him to plan 
clearly and work intelligently. 

He was devout, prayerful and possessed of a faith so robust that 
doubts could find no place in his soul. He found ithe Gospel all that 
his nature required to fit him for this life and that beyond. His hand 
never attempted to steady the ark of God. 

In prayer he was clear, direct, persuasive and often importunate. 
In testimon7, explicit, strong yet modest. 

He began to preach before he was twenty years of age. He joined 
the Central Illinois Conference in 1862, was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Baker, and in 1864 was ordained elder by Bishop Scott. In 1866 he 
was transferred to the California Conference, remained but a short time 
here and then transferred to the Michigan Conference, where he served 
some of the more important Charges in Cheboygan, Jackson, Grand 
Rapids and other cities. Never strong of body, he was three times com- 
pelled to retire from the active ranks, and sadly yielded to superannua- 
tion. The rigors of that climate drove him back to California, where 
for one year he served our Church at New Castle. Ill health again de- 
prived him of the privilege of preaching and in California he sought an 
asylum, and at once allied himself with usin a general way. 

His efficiency soon became known. As correspondent for our papers 
he added largely to the general interest in California. He was with us 
at our last session, alive to every interest and happy in his efforts to 
help and bless us all. , 
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A few weeks after Conference the Chariot called for him. Many 
friends, his devoted wife, his son and daughter mourn for him. : 

I am quite sure he was not surprised when death came. Often he 
had been urged to relax his efforts that life might be prolonged. He 
could not cease from working. To him rest was but a change of tasks. 
He was one of those whom duty drives onward through weary years. 
There are certain days in the calendar when a Christian’s death gains 
something from prevailing customs aud joy provoking environment. 
Such are Christmas, Easter and Thanksgiving day. To depart on 
Thanksgiving day when loyal hearts swell with gratitude, and the land 
is vocal with praise; when memory most active displays her wealth of 
gifts, and common friendship ripens into love ; to die at such a time is 
blessed. To, then, leaye the feastings of earth for the banquets of 
heaven is a pleasure that overwhelms with glory all the pains and ills 
of earthly life. It was thus our brother died. 

Just as the day was ending he reached the headland where heaven’s 
earthward boundary touches the pilgrims path. There life’s galling 
burdens fell away; in his soul met and mingled the anthems of earth 
and the music of Heaven. Then, unveiled, his rapt spirit looked on God.

Rev. F. D. Crum. 


For 25 years a pioneer of our Church in the middle west, and then 
a charter member of this Conference, Brother Crum was only known 
to most of us as one of the oldest of our superannuated ministers, a 
man of fine presence, of gentle, cheerful, dignified bearing, always mani- 
festing a lively intcrest in his brethren, in the work of the Conference, 
or the preachers’ meeting.. Those who had the privilege of further ac- 
quaintance knew also that his home life was one of sunshine, that he 
held the affection of the young people and the children, that his public 
testimonies were simple, clear, assured. His pastor declares him to 
have been a wise and sate counsellor, a true friend} helpful and hopeful, 
ready to pray, or to respond with a fervent ‘‘amen.”’ This beautiful 
old age was surely the fitting crown of +0 years’ loving, faithful 
toil for One who never fails to reward such servants, here and there. 

Joseph Delaf Crum was born in Virginia in 1825. He came of a 
race of preachers. His grandfather was one of the founders of the 
United Brethren church, and had nine grandsons who entered the 
Methodist ministry. While yet a child, the family removed to Ohio. 
Here at 15 he was conyerted, was later licensed to preach by Maxwell 
P. Gaddis, and was admitted to the Ohio Conterence on trial in 1850. 
Transferred to the Kentucky Conference in 1854, he was ordained 
deacon by Matthew Simpson in 1857, and elder by Bishop Ames tour 
years afterward. 

Fifteen years were spent in the So. Illinois Conference, where he 
greatly endeared himself to both preachers and people, and had marked 
suécess in his work. In 1875, with the true missionary spirit, he 
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responded to a call from California, was tranferred to this just organized 
Conference, and assigned by Presiding Elder Hough to Santa Monica. 
The town at that time consisted chiefly of tents. The unpartitioned 
upper floor of a private house afforded a place of meeting for three 
months, when Brother Crum announced to his congregation one morn- 
ing that, the owner requiring the room for his own use, there would be 
no service the next Sunday, but that in two weeks from that day 
they should worship in their own church building. Subsciptions were 
obtained, with his own hands he wrought, and true to his word, the 
second Sunday found the congregation in their own sactuary, the same 
building which, several times enlarged, is now our church at Ocean 
Park.’ Sent the next year to Santa Ana, it was not strange that when 
Conference came round again the people of Santa Monica demanded 
his return, and he was appointed to that charge for two years more, 
which was all that the rule permitted. Pomona, Artesia, Newhall, 
Florence, University Circuit, and City Missions were his other charges. 
In all these good work was done, the fruits of his labor remaining to 
this day. Another has said that he always left the people more in love 
with Jesus than with himself. 

Failing in health in 1890, he was granted the superannuated rela- 
tion, and became a member of the Central Church Quarterly Conference. 

As a preacher he was clear, scriptural, spiritual, a faithful pastor, 
a lover of our discipline. 

His second marriage was to Mary A. Dalton in 1867, who, with 
their two children, John and Josephine, is yet among us. 

On a table by his bed-side, just after his unlooked for departure, 
"May seventh last, there was found his own carefully written sermon 
on the resurrection of the body. Strong and satisfying are the argu- 
ments there given, from Scripture and reason, for the truth of the great 
doctrine, and in view of the change so near, he had evidently found com- 
fort in reviewing them. 

No longer in a mirror darkly, but face to face he now sees, not now 
in part, but fully he knows, for that never-failing loye which here found 
in him a shrine, was but the far away glimmer of a sun whose full 
shining we call heaven.

Rev. William Stevenson. 


“And Elisha saw it and he cried, My father, my father, the chariots 
of Israel and the horsemen thereof. And he saw him no more.” 

For thirty-six years it was the privilege of the writer to have an 
jntimate acquaintance with our beloved Dr. Stevenson, and his loss is a 
personal bereavement. It is useless to try to give an adequate sketch of 
his life in the few minutes allotted to us to-day. William Stevenson was 
born in Philadelphia, Penn., July 20th, 1821, and died of heart failure 
jn the California Hospital, Los Angeles, Cal., November 10th, 1902. He 
leaves a wife, three children and one sister. 
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As a man he was thoroughly manly, as a husband and father a 
model, as a Christian an Israelite indeed, in whom there was no guile. 
As a_ preacher he was in some respects peerless. A fine vOice, a 
commanding presence, an elocution that is rarely equaled, a knowledge 


of the Scriptures that is surpassed by few, made him a power in the 


pulpit. He was an expository preacher, and not only textual but ver- 
bal, for he usually analized each word of his text. Holding the Bible 
in solution and having a tenacious verbal memory his sermons wcre 
full of quotations from the sacred writers. Every sermon was a master- 
piece in its construction, and a model in its delivery. ‘ 

As a pastor he was methodical, painstaking, correct in details, and 
he left his charge to his successor in perfect condition. He did not fight 
Methodist usages, nor demand changes in our methods. When he re- 
ceived a probationer it meant full membership in due time. He cared 
for the flock, lambs and ail. 

He was intensely orthodox and while progressive he had no pa- 
tience with modern higher criticism, or any of the fads of latter day so- 
called scholarship. He believed the Word, he preached the Word, and 
in his last illnes felt that he had nothing to fear, but declared that the 
Lord was with him. 

He was a very modest man and did not seek honors from man. No 
college ever bestowed on him the degree of D.D. He did not need it. 
As a physician he earned the title of doctor, and in many of his earlier 
charges he was a great blessing to the sick among the poor of his flock. 
He preached and practiced, doing the latter without money or price. 

When in his prime he was often called upon in case of a church trial 
to defend the accused, for he was a good ecclesiastical lawyer. He 
usually was successful if the case had any mitigating circumstances. 

For fifty-six years he was a member of a conference and served 
many of the best charges in our communion, as reference to our last 
year's Minutes willshow. The following show his appointments:

I would love to dwell on many incidents of his ministerial life but 
dare not now. At one time in comparative wealth he lost nearly all his 
possessions, saving only enough for a modest little home in this city. 
But he could sing “A tent or a cottage, why should I care, They’re 
building a palace for me over there.” He is now enjoying that palace— 
the house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens, with all its 
splendors and luxuries. To his stricken widow and children we offer 
our sympathy, and for them pray that their last end may be as peaceful 
as was his.

Mary Bray Widney, the beloved wife of Rev. J. P. Widney, 
M.D., L.L.D., was the daughter of Mr, John G. Bray. Mrs. Widney 
received her education at the Moravian Seminary, Bethlehem, Pa., 
and was an artist of marked ability. While at school she joined 
the Moravians, but, upon returning to her home in California, 
united with the Presbyterian Church, of which her family were 
members. In San Jose and Santa Clara, commenced her career of 
usefulness in the service of Christ. 

In December, 1882, came her happy marriage to Dr. Widney 
Then for thirteen years Mrs. Widney was a most exemplary and 
efficient member of the First M. E. Church of this city. During this 
time she founded our Conference Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
and for nine years presided over its interests. Recently, with her 
honored husband she was constantly engaged in city mission work 
—superintending a sewing school, teaching in Sunday Schooig 
training Sunday School teachers, and playing the organ at publ& 
services. 

Our dear sainted sister possessed a clear, unwavering Christian 
experience. In early childhool she was led to Jesus. As her mind 
developed into consciousness, Christ was receivea into her heart. 
This blessed change coming so early, was scarcely realized, and 
“memory failed to record the date. 

In her married life, to which she was wont to refer as “twenty 
beautiful years,” this “elect lady” was the ‘constant companion 
and helper of her husband in his professional, educational and 
ministerial work. 

The close of this firm and consistent, active and useful life 
was happy in the serenity of triumphant faith in our Blessed Lord.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


BENEVOLENCES 


We are greatly interested in the movement, begun by the General 
Conference of 1900, to consolidate the Educationa. and Benevolent In- 
stitutions of our Church. No doubt it isa difficult undertaking, but one 
whose success will mean greater peace of mind for the pastorsand larger 
collections for the causes. With the present multiplicity of objects the 
too usual outcome is the omnibus offering and its perfunctory division. 

We, of this Conference, since its beginning have contributed $24,000 
to the Board of Church Extension. We have received from the Board 
in donations almost twice as much or $44,000, and more than three times 
as much or $73,000. 147 of our churches have thus been aided by the 
Board. They promise us that if we will send them $1800 this year we 
may receive in return $6800. Let usdo both these things brethren. We 
raised last year $2149. 

From our Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education Society we learn 
that 10,500 pupils are in, attendance upon our schools in the South. 
3500 of them are in our industrial schools where more than a score of 
different trades are taught. Many conversions are reported. Through 
better methods the receipts for tuition, room rent and board are much 
larger than before. There has been a decrease in administrative ex- 
penses of fully 25 percent. The debt of the Society has been reduced 
since 1900 from $154,000 to $88 000. The appropriations to the schools 
have advanced in these three years from $59,000 to $102,000. 

The observance throughout the connection of February 14th as the 
time for a Lincoln Birthday Offering to this work is a growing one. Any 
person who contributes a dollar or more will receive the Christian Edu- 
cator for one year. This last year our Conference gave the Society 
$1261. We are invited to send $2000 this year. 

The colored people are coming to our state in large numbers. Many 
of them are Methodists, but they cannot bring their pastors with them. 
We call upon our -General Missionary Committee for an appropriation 
of $750 to aid in this work within the bounds of the Southern California 
‘Conference. 


EDUCATION. 


We most heartily commend the excellent work for higher edu- 
cation, which is being accomplished for the Church through the 
Board of Education. 

. We urge that Children’s Day be observed, and a collection taken 
in every charge, according to the Discipline. It is not “flag Sun- 
day” nor “flower Sunday,” nor any festival of the sort. It is the 
day when the doors of the Christian college should be made to open 
wide for the Christian youth. Let it be so observed. 

During the past year the Board aided students who gave their 
home residence or Church relationship as within the bounds of our 
Conference to the number of 18, and to the amount of $690.50. The 
contributions of our Conference received by the Board for the 
year were $506.95. Our minutes show a large number of charges 
not contributing to this fund. 
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UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Our own school never had a brighter outlook, and never de- 
served better things at your hands. The past year, under the ef- 
ficient management of Dean W. T. Randall, has been one of suc- 
cess, and of progress. (See report of Visitors.) 

For the first time in its history, the University has a consid- 
erable productive endowment; $126,000 of the endowment fund is: 
now contributing directly to the income of the school. 

Your committee most cordially approves the action of the 
Board of Trustees in again placirg a President at the head of the 
University. Their unanimous election of the Rev. Geo. F. Bovard,. 
D.D., to the Presidency, and his acceptance of that position, gives 
great confidence to the friends of the institution. As an alumnus 
of the University, closely identified with its interests from the time 
of his entrance as a student; for the past years President of 
the Board of Trustees, and so thoroughly familiar with all its 
financial conditions; he is peculiarly equipped for a successful ad- 
ministration. 

With his acknowledged executive ability; his accurate judg- 
ment of men, and his capacity for an unlimited amount of work, 
we confidently anticipate for him a successful career in this most 
responsible position at the disposal of the Conference. We ask you 
to pledge to him: 

1. Most earnest efforts to enlarge your contributions toward 
meeting the running expenses of the church. 

2. Greater diligence in keeping the merits of our school be- 
fore the young people of our churches, Sunday Schools and Ep- 
worth Leagues. : 

3. Our most hearty, sympathetic and prayerful co-operation 
with him in all his plans. 3 

Your committee is informed that the departments composing 
the College of Liberal Arts have been carefully reorganized, and 
greatly strengthened. The Preparatory School, the Commercial 
Department, the Schools of Oratory, Music and Art, and the Af- 
filiated Colleges, are all prepared to do better work than ever. In 
short, we have a thoroughly Christian school, doing first-class: 
work. 

It is a matter of congratulation that there has been a slight 
reduction in the debt, with a prospect that there will be a very 
material reduction within the next few weeks. We are glad to 
report that there are assets that entirely cover the indebtedness, 
but it would not be wise to force these upon the market. The 
plans of the Trustees, with the hearty co-operation of the Con- 
ference, should prevent any further deficiency in current expenses. 
We are sure that you will be pleased to learn, as have we, that 
the Treasurer’ has, on his own motion, arranged to give bonds: 
to any amount that will be satisfactory to the Trustees: that all 
the securities belonging to the University are accessible to him 
only, in company with the President; and that a professional audi- 
tor examines the books at stated intervals. 

We recommend that the Church be asked for an amount not 
less than 25 cents per member, to meet the current expenses for 
this year; that the Presiding Elders be asked to apportion this 
among the charges, and to inquire at the second and third quar- 
terly conferences, whether the collection has been taken, and the 
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Tull amount raised, and |that the entire amou id in i . 
_ ‘Sible before June 1st, 1904. gegamtee Pe 

Also, that a committee, consisting of Pres. Geo. F. Bovard, D. 
Des Financial Secretary Geo. I. Cochran, and Hon. Wm. M. Bowen 
be appointed to act in concert with a committee from the California 
‘Conference, and like committees that, may be appointed by other 
religious bodies, to secure the exemption of church, school prop- 
erty from taxation. ; 

We request the Bishop to appoint Geo. F. Bovard to the Presi- 
‘dency of the University of Southern California. 

We make the following recommendations:

M. Parker, S. A. Thomson, Frank E. Robinson, T. C. Miller and

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


The net increase of our Church last year in members and pro- 
bationers, according to statistics furnished by World Wide Missions, 
was over 50,000. “Of this encouraging net increase our foreign 
Missions furnished a full fourth, or 12,899.” “The average daily net 
increase in the United States was one hundred and two; in foreign 
lands, thirty-five.” 

It is doubtful whether the real state of the Church at any timecan 
be fairly indicated by figures showing the increase or decrease inher 
nominal membership. The conditions to be met and the opposition to 
be overcome are not always the same. They vary greatly at different 
periods and in different places. There are times when a forward 
movement resulting in great gains is comparatively easy. And there 
are other times when every effort meets with most stubborn resist- 
ance; when the enemy seems to hold many strategic points and to 
press the battle to our very gates; times when with equal power, 
equal effort, and equal efficiency our apparent gains are less. The 
conditions prevailing in the world around us are quite as subject to 
change as are the conditions prevailing within the Church itself. — 

The “Always abounding in the work of the Lord” is one of the 
surest indications of spiritual life and power. “All at it, and always 
at it,’ whether the tide of apparent success ebbs or flows. The 
strength of the Church is best shown, not by size or numbers, but by 
the battle ghe is waging against wrong, the work she is doing for 
God and humanity. And surely along these lines, the Church was 
never more active and aggressive than she is today. 

That one thousand million dollars annually is voluntarily con- 
tributed and expended for the Christianization of the world, while 
fifty years ago the annual outlay for the same purpose did not ex- 
ceed one-half that sum, certainly does not seem to indicate a spirit- 
ual decline, nor any decrease of faith, or love, or zeal. In 1800 there 
were in the United States, in all, but 2,340 Churches, valued at only 
$1,500,000, today there are 178,481 Churches, valued at $724,971,372. 
Acording to the most conservative estimates, in the United States 
alone, from twelve to fifteen new churches are erected for each day 
in the year; while Methodism alone builds three churches 
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per day; and in addition to this contributes twenty-six 
milllion dollars annually: toward the evangelization of the 
world, besides all her contribution for hospitals, education 
and the support of Sunday Schools. Some argue that most 
of our churches are nearly empty of worshipers. But if this is true 
where does the money come from, and how is the enthusiasm main- 
tained to carry on so vast a work? The voluntary contribution of 
such immense sums of money annually is proof of lively interest, 
intense love, and unshaken faith in the Gospel of the Son of God. 

It is evident that the church of today with its Sunday Schools, 


Its Young Peoples’ Societies, its Christian Schools and Colleges, its | 


splendid publishing houses and vast religious literature, its Deacon- 
ess Homes, its Hospitals, and its great benevolent enterprises, is a far 
more efficient organization for the propagation of the Gospel and the 
extension of Christ’s Kingdom than it ever was at any former period 
of its history. And what in this respect is true of the Church in gen- 
eral is eminently true of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The im- 
provement in pastoral support and the marked and steady growth 
of thecollections for educationaland benevolent purposes both within 
the bounds of our own conference and throughout the Church all 
indicate the deep, abiding, and increasing love of our people for the 
Gospel and for these great enterprises of the Church of Christ. 

Our Church stands for the highest and broadest Christian 
culture. If we have not yet attained to it we are at least steadily 
working toward it. We believe that Christian education alone gives 
genuine back-bone to moral character, and thus produces the strong- 
est, purest types of manhood and womanhood. It is this conviction 
that has led to the founding and maintenance of the hundreds of 
educational institutions that owe their existence to the Church, and 
their financial support to the voluntary gifts of her members. The 
Church has a right to expect of those who represent her in these 
institutions the most unshakable faith in the Gospels and the most 
intense loyalty to its teachings and to the commonly received 
standards of our Church. If any lack these qualifications or desires 
to assume a critical and hostile attitude toward the Gospel of the 
standards of our Church, let him seek employment elsewhere. Let 
our schools be true to the purpose of their founders and supporters, 
and let not our funds be diverted to the support of venders of 
“modern” unbelief, who creep into our institutions unawares, and 
under the guise of pretended Christian scholarship or advanced 
thought, infuse into the mind of those committed to their charge, 
those baneful teachings that unsettle their faith and unfit them for 
the highest Christian usefulness. The spirit of progressive and 
thorough investigation should ever go hand in hand with a reverent 
and thoughtful conservatism that is not carried about by every 
wind of doctrine that may chance to sweep over the “intellectual” 
world. : 

There is no new enemy in the field but the same old trio, the 
world, the flesh and the devil. They are no more powerful now than 
they have been at any period in the past. They never have been 
able to stand before a Church, or even before an individual who was 
thoroughly baptized with the Holy Ghost. Every foot of ground that 
the Church has won in the past has been wrested from these same 
foes when they were just as powerful, just as confident, and just as 
boastful and arrogant as they are now. The greatest need of the 
Church and of the ministry today is not greater numbers, nor greater

TEMPERANCE. ~ 


It is certainly a truism that the liquor traffic is an unmitigated 
and growing evil,—the most astounding wrong permitted by any 
government. We rejoice in the fact that some advances have 
been made along the line of saloon suppression. This is notably 
the case in the States of the South where prohibition has been 
adopted by more than half the cities and counties. 

We also highly commend any action taken by Congress in the 
removal of the sale of liquors in the army and navy, the immigrant 
stations and the Capitol at Washington; and hope that the movement 
for the banishment of the saloon may be extended to the District 
of Columbia, the islands and territories and all other places where 
the Federal government has police control. 

We have still to deplore the fact that the liquor traffic dominates 
party politics and even contaminates our courts of justice, and we 
long for the time when these shall be delivered from this incubus. 

We also regret that our chief executives have in their messages 
to Congress entirely ignored any reference whatever to this the 
mammoth evil of our commonwealth, believing as we do that this is 
the greatest question, financial, social or moral that has ever en- 
gaged the attention of the American people. We pledge our sup- 
port to every organization or movement looking toward the entire 
suppression and prohibition of this enormous wrorg. 


PUBLISHING INTERESTS 


A pure, wholesome and distinctly Christian literature is such 
an essential factor in the molding of Christian character that we 
rejoice in the continued, increasing success of our General Book 
Concern, in that it is able to offer such a good dividend to our 
superannuates and at the same time spread whotesome literature 
throughout all our Conferences. We are especially gratified that 
the Pacific Coast Book Concern, at San Francisco, has by able 
management, not only lived without drawing upon the general 
stipend appropriated for that purpose, but has been able to turn back 
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a handsome dividend into the General Book Concern. Despite 
smaller stock, less accessible quarters, renovating expenses of over 
$3,000.00, and a discount of $1,000 deducted from the profits by the 
new method of taking stock, which depreciates to the dead level 
all stock on hand; it is now evident that the net profits from prop- 
erty and business, over and above losses of the Advocate, will be 
about $10,000 for the quadrennium; or a change for the better of 
more than $34,000 in less than four years. This is a splendid show- 
ing, and reflects great credit upon the wise and able management 
of those now in charge of the business. Let us therefore, with in: 
creased emphasis, urge all our people to patronize exclusively 
our own Book Concern. 

The efficient management of that genial and conscientious head 
of the stock and _ periodical department, Rev. H. W. Waltz is 
well worthy of special mention here. And we herein desire to re- 
quest his retention in that position. It affords us pleasure to speak 
of our Advocate. It is a splendid evangel of spiritual and moral 
inspiration to our Methodist homes, while at the same time it 
furnishes a good advertising medium for our best literature. We 
note, with commendable pride, the growing excellency of its editorial 
composition as well as its far-reaching and ever increasing power, 
in the field of religious journalism. Owing to the able and per- 
sistent work of the Editor, Dr. F. D. Bovard, it has, with a little 
change in type, been increased one-third in contents and now has 
a circulation of over 5,000 subscribers. Let it be our constant 
purpose and effort to keep it ever on the increase and resolved 
that we comend to the favorable consideration of the publiShing 
commission the propriety of paying the Advocate for the advertis- 
ing it does for the Book Concern. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


Remember is the word by which our attention is called to the 
observance of the Sabbath. : 

“Thou shalt” and “Thou shalt not” introduced the other nine 
of the Decalogue. Remember indicates a gift from God for man’s 
upbuilding; a trust to man for God’s glorification; an opportunity 
for man from his Creator, conducive to his physical, intellectual and 
moral well-being. 

The words used in regard to the observance of the Sabbath are 
peculiar. Keep, observe, test, sanctify are the terms used to en- 
force the scriptural demand to regard one-seventh (1-7) of time as 
sacred to the Lord. The observance of the Sabbath is not man’s in- 
vention but God’s provision for the creatures’ welfare. 

The duty to create and foster a correct public sentiment, and 
conviction that will tend towards a more wholesome and reverent 
regard for the Sabbath devolves upon the church. Preachers can 
contribute to this end by precept enforced by example. 

We deplore the noise and confusion of public utilities that rob 
us of the quiet of our holy day. Our people from the bishops to the 
humblest laymen should be careful and use the conveyances, as we 
are advised in regard to intoxicating liquors, only in cases of ey- 
treme necessity. 

We believe a better medium can be found by our business men 
to get the attention of their constituents than by the Sunday press. 
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Other days can and ought to be used for advertising. Sunday aa- 
vertising is a dangerous thing and should not be used as a factor 
in business. 

It is doing more to undermine our Sabbath than the news 
columns which we have always éonsidered detrimental to worship 
and Sabbath meditation. 

Brethren, we ought to arouse ourselves to save our nation from 
the danger prevalent in European countries because of Sabbath 
desecration. 

We ought to discountenance as much as possible the pleasure 
seeking so common on the Sabbath, with its Chutes, excursions, 
base-ball and kindred amusements, Some wholesome Sabbath laws 
are needed for protection against these and myriaas of evils that 
might be named. 

We are pleased to notice some token for good, viz: A half holi- 
day granted to employees by our business houses during the sum- 
mer months. They ought to remember that the Sabbaths occur in 
all seasons of the year. The labor organizations are demanding a 
cessation of Sunday work. The Anti-Saloon.agitation that has suc- 
_ ceeded in closing the saloons in so many cities on the Lord’s Day. 

We again would heartily commend Rey. S. W. Gamble and the 
work that he is doing, in lecturing and circulating his book, the 
“True Sabbath of God.” 

A State Sabbath Union was organized temporarily in San Fran- 
cisco, of which Rev. F. D. Bovard,D.D., is president and they request 
that each Synod Association, and Conference in the State appoint a 
permanent committee consisting of five, with a view to permanent 
organization, and we ask the appointment of such a committee. 

Finally we are impressed that pious talk will not suffice to cor- 
rect the deplorable desecration of the Lord’s Day. We urge all to 
take a decided stand for a more strict and holy observance of the 
Sabbath. 

Let us not rullify our profession by ceasing to Remember the 


Sabbath Day to Keep it Holy.

HOME MISSIONS. 


Providence and the oppressive governments of earth send to 
America annually an army of more than ten thousand immigrants 
for every missionary that leaves our shores for a foreign field. 
Last year the total reached the high-water mark, going over 900,- 
000. We would not send out one less missionary on that account. 
We would, however, raise up a greater army of home misssionaries 
to undertake the huge task of evangelization in the foreigy field at 
home. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church has nobly responded to this eall of Providence, 
so plainly and so forcibly sounded in our ears. This and kindred 
societies of our sister Churches have responded to the task of sav- 
ing our American and Christian institutions from being engulfed 
by the tidal waves of population from Europe and Asia. 

Our own Conference society is yet but a maiden in her teens 
and is a worthy daughter of the parent, which is but a few years 
older. In the fiscal year just closing they have raised in the agegre- 
gate over $14,000. The $1,500 apportioned for “frontier work,” 
which is a labor of love, outside their regular effort, was fully raised 
and disbursed just where it would do the most good. Their com- 
passion went even farther, for they raised $358 more for special 
cases. 

Our Southern California Conference owes a‘deep debt of grat- 
itude to every member and officer of the Woman’s Home Mission- 
ary Society, for the “sinews of war’ they so generously gathered 
and so considerately distributed. We heartily commend to every 
pastor the work of the society, which seems to have as many 
branches of blessing as the tree of life, and the organization of a 
local society in every charge of the Conference should be looked 
at in the light of a privilege, a duty and a means of grace. 

Its army of unselfish, un-salaried officers and workers throws 
back into the teeth of the world that lie that “Christians are in it 
for what they can make out of it.”” The Woman’s Home Missionary 
‘Society seems to live in the 25th chapter of Mathew, where the 
blessed Master says: “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the least 
of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” May God’s blessing 
attend the labors of this society for the years to come,

The aid of a trained devout Christian nurse is thus 
made available to many who would find the professional nurse too 
costly for them to employ. 

2. Travelers’ Aid. A watchful, intelligent young lady to 
attend all incoming passenger strangers who are sick or friendless 
to welcome and guard young women and put them in safe temporary 
homes, is a most useful branch of the service. 

3. Then there are the visiting deaconesses whose work is 
known and appreciated by us all. 


WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The W. F. M. S., within the bounds of the Southern California 
Annual Conference, stands ready to sustain and foster all laudable 
missionary enterprises. It has 67 auxiliaries, with a total member- 
ship of 1834, and has contributed $9527 during the past year. It 
sustains four active missionaries, and thirty Bible readers in foreign 
fields. It has established hospitals and maintained dispensaries for 
the relief of the afflicted. 

As pastors, we believe that the work of these godly women is 
one with ours, and we therefore welcome them to our charges, and 
pledge to render them any assistance within our power.

EPWORTH LEAGUE REPORT. 


We of the Epworth League of the Southern California Con- 
ference record with gratitude the mercies of our Heavenly Father, 
in the combined prosperity of our common cause. 

The Conference boundaries enclose 109 Senior Leagues with a 
membership of 5,442, of which 4,832 are in the active relation. The 
missionary cause has received from the League $2,197. 

The Junior Leagues are in a hopeful condition and we urge the 
organization of the children into these societies. There are now 
60 of them, with a membership of 1868 and a missionary offering 
this year of $225. 

We recommend the reading of the Epworth Herald and heartily 
commend the work of the Editor-Secretary Dr. J. F. Berry. 

We heartily commend the provision for a distinctly Missionary 
Department in the League and ask early compliance with the de- 
mands of this new feature of our work. 
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ANTI-POLYGAMY COMMITTEE. 


Each year, the insidious, malignant power of Mormonism is 
becoming more manifest—a power which is destined to become 
a menace to our American institutions, unless overcome by na- 
tional legislation. 

Briefly stated, these facts need emphasis: Although the Mor- 
mons now hold the political control of Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Oregon, 
Wyoming, and Colorado, to such an extent that no Senator or 
Representative in these States has yet dared raise his voice or 
place his official ballot against the will of the Mormon priesthood. 
Still we are gaining ground and looking for ultimate victory. The 
first allegiance of the Mormon people is to their organized priest- 
hood, which persists in interfering in civil affairs, and to this priest- 
hood both the great political parties of the nation are so fully 
subservient as to prevent adverse legislation, and to admit into our 
National Legislature an Apostle and High Priest, not because 
he is an American citizen, to represent a free, sovereign people, 
but because he is a High Priest of an alien organization, pledged to 
carry out the will of its priesthood. 

The Mormons had shamefully disregarded their pledges of 
fealty to the nation, made on condition of being given Statehood 
and amnesty and the restoration of their escheated property, by 
openly continuing to teach and secretly to practice plural wifery. 

They are pursuing a policy of aggressive proselytism, by 
sending missionaries into all parts of the nation and the world, 
and again bringing the hordes of Europe to our shores. 

Our protest against this dangerous system should be, that it 
is un-American and hostile to our highest ideals of home and na- 
tional life; that its teachings are erroneous and antagonistic to 
the spirit and principles of our Christian faith, and are productive 
of moral obliquity and spiritual death. 

There is, however, a brighter side: Christianity has become a 
potent factor in Utah. Under the persistent and courageous ef- 
forts of the Christian teachers and preachers for thirty years, tbe 
power of Christian faith is manifesting itself. Hundreds of Mor- 
mon young people have had Christian training in the schools, and 
it is known that more than 1500 souls have been converted from 
Mormonism to Christianity through the faithful work of the mis- 
sionaries. 

Apostasy is becoming prevalent, so that it is estimated that 
in number the Apostates from Mormonism are keeping even pace 
with the proselytes to the system. 

But a crisis has arisen. The workers report that the priest- 
hood are closing in upon them for a new trial of strength with 
the Christian forces. Orders have gone forth to withdraw the 
pupils from the schools, and to cut off all associations with Gen- 
tiles. This only makes imperative more energetic efforts on the 
part of our churches to establish schools, and uphold the workers, 
We need also to besiege our Congressmen with petitions and per- 
sonal influence to secure the passage of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment prohibiting polygamy, which has been pigeon-holed, and also 
to unseat the present Apostolic Senator. It is worthy of note that 
your committee had the personal assurance of our honorable Sena- 
tor, T. R; Bard, to work to this end. 

Resolved, that we instruct our Secretary to transmit to the 
Senate of the U. 8., through our Senators, our most urgent request 
that the seat of Senator Reed Smoot be declared vacant. 
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It is fitting, also, that we warn the people of the commuti- 
ties where we labor, against the pernicious teachings of Mormon 
missionaries, who are going about scattering their titerature, pro- 
mulgating false doctrines; “bringing in damnable heresies, having 
eyes full of adultery, beguiling unstable souls, and denyirg the 
Lord that brought them.’ With these have no ielowship, for of 
this sort are they which creep into houses and lear captive silly 
women.” ; T. W. LINCOLN.

We have now in the United States a Sunday Scnool population 
of 18,150,000, nearly one-fourth of which host or 3,109,831, belong 
to the Methodist Episcopal schools, which fact emphasizes the im- 
portance of our Sunday School work. The Sunday School is the most 
promising field for evangelization offered to the Church today, and 
therefore we recomend that special effort be put forth in the ob- 
servation of “Decision Day” thus giving our young folks a definite 
time and place to accept Christ. s 

We approve the excellent work doneby Rev. Thos. B. Neely, Editor 
of our Sunday School publication and urge the introduction of these 
helps into all our schools, While approving the International uni- 
form-lesson system, we sanction the plan of ‘Additional or General 
Lessons.” ; 

One great need is trained teachers, hence the necessity of 
teachers’ training classes and Normal departments, and for these 
we recommend the course of study prescribed for “The Church 
Bible Institute or Teachers’ Training Institute” as outlined by our 
Sunday School Union. 

In fact it is the aim of this Institute to promote teachers’ training 
and a branch of it should be organized in every school. 

The advantages of the “Cradle Roll’ and “Home Department” 
are manifest and these, together with a Temperance society should 
be formed in each school. 

The grading or classifying economizes time and labor and we 
commend to all officers and teachers “Grading and Studies for the 
Sunday School,” a booklet by Rev. Thos. B. Neely. 

The relation of the pastor to the Sunday School is still an open 
question and we refer all parties to the Discipline of the Methodist 
Episcopal Charch. 

We think the time has come when the Conference and local 
Sunday School Associations of our Church should be officially recog- 
nized and made auxiliary to the Sunday School Union, hence we 
recommend the following a committee to memorialize the next Gen- 
eral Conference on this subject: G. F. Bovard, A. W. Adkinson and 
H. W. Brodbeck. 

We recomend to the consideration of our Book Agents the ad- 
visability of introducing Circulating Sunday School Libraries. 

We heartily endorse the action of the Sunday School Union in 
the appointment of Rev. Geo. W. Beatty as Field Worker for Cal- 
ifornia and pledge him our cordial co-operation in this needed work, 

In view of the additional outlay of our Union in the support of 
field workers and suplies to needy schemes we urge the observation 
of “Rally Day,” thus giving our congregations as well as our Schools 
an opportunity to contribute toward the support of our Union.

ances, $480; amount paid for support of Home, $828.10; total for 
support of work, $1303.10; value of property, Deaconess Home,

$3500.00 unprovided for on annex, $500.00.

The net income from the tabernacle as reported by the super- 
intendent is $230. The collections from the camp meeting met all 
its expenses and left a balance in the treasury of $15.00. 

There is now in the hands of the treasurer of the society funds 
to the amount of over $8,000. Some improvements and enlarge- 
ment of the tabernacle are under contemplation if after careful in- 
vestigation, the board shall consider themselves justified in the out- 
lay.

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REPORT OF GENERAL CONFERENCE LOCATION COMMITTEE 
TO ANNUAL SESSION OF SOUTHERN CAL- 
IFORNIA CONFERENCE, SEPTEM- 

BER 16, 1903. 


Your committee appointed at the last session of Conference to 
take steps towards securing the location of the General Conference 
of 1904 at Los Angeles, begs leave to report: € 

That shortly after the adjournment of Conference, the Commit- 
tee met and organized with the following officers: Geo. F. Bovard, 
Chairman; Gail B. Johnson, Treasurer; W. L. Cleveland, Secretary. 

A sub-committee was sent East to interview members of the 
Locating Commission, and of the Book Committee, and find out what 
requirements would be exacted in order that we might successfully 
compete with other cities desiring the Session. It was decided that 
it would be necessary for us to offer the Book Committee a pledge of 
$25,000 toward covering the increased expense of transportation that 
would be incurred by coming to Los Angeles, and the churches of our 
Conference and other Conferences, as well as Commercial bodies of 
Los Angeles, were solicited to assist in this. When the Special Com- 
mittee from-the Locating Commission came here in July last, we 
were able to place in their hands a certificate of deposit for $10,000 
upon the part ofthechurches,and a guarantee pledge of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Los Angeles for $15,000. These were accepted by the 
Commission, and a contract was duly entered into, providing for the 
holding of the session of the General Conference Of 1904 in the City 
of Los Angeles. 

Several of our churches have not yet responded to the call for 
assistance, and we shall need between $3,000 and $4,000 more in 
order to sucessfully carry out all of our agreements. We urge that 
the churches who have not yet sent in their pledges or payment, will 
do so promptly. 

We are gratified to be able to report that not only have we 
had the cordial support of our entire Conference, but also of the 
Northwest and California Conferences.

RESOLVED, That the Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church will hereafter accept, IN TRUST, and administer (subject 
to the provisions of the Discipline of said Church, and the rules, 
regulations, and by-laws of this Corporation), gifts of money, or 
other property, upon the condition or conditions set forth in any 
one of the following plans, respectively :— 


FIRST PLAN—Principal Irreducible.—For Benefit of Confer- 
ence Claimants. Condition:—That the fet income derived from the 
gift shall be annually paid to such Annual Conference or Confer- 
ences of the Methodist Episcopal Church as the donor may have 
directed at the time of making the gift, or, in the absence of such 
direction, then to all the Annual Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, for distribution to the Conference Claimants 
thereof, acording to the Discipline of said Church. 


SECOND PLAN—Principal Irreducible——For Benefit of Confer- 
ence Claimants, After Life Estate. Conditions:—(1.) That the 
net income derived from the gift shall be annually paid to the donor, 
during the term of his natural life. 

(2.) That after the death of the donor, the net income derived 
from the gift’shall be annually paid to such Annual Conference or 
Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as the donor may 
have directed at the time of making the gift, or, in the absence of 
such direction, then to all the Annual Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, for distribution to the Conference Claimants 
thereof, according to the Discipline of said Church. 


THIRD PLAN.—Principal Reducible-—For Benefit of Specific 
Benevolent Objects, After Life Estate. Conditions:—(1.) That 
the donor thereof, or other person or persons designated by him, 
shall be entitled to receive, during life, or for a fixed term, a speci- 
fied annuity therefrom, such annuity to be paid out of the net in- 
come from the gift, if that be sufficient for that purpose; but in 
each and every year in which such income shall be insufficient for 
that purpose, the deficiency shall be paid out of, and deducted from, 
the principal of the gift. 

(3.) That after the death of the annuitant or annuitants, the 
remainder of the gift, if any there be, shall be a fund the net income 
from which shall be used for such specified benevolent object 
as the donor may have directed at the time of making the gift, the 
same not being contrary to the provisions of the Discipline; but if 
- the donor shall have giver no such specific direction, then such re- 
mainder shall be appropriated to the “Permanent Fund” described 
in Paragraphs Nos. 325, 328, 329 and 330 of the Discipline of said 
Church for the year 1900. 

(3.) That if in the course of administration the principal of 
any gift accepted under this third plan should become exhausted, 
then this Corporation shall not be under obligations to make any 
further payment whatever on account thereof.

_ The following Resolutions and Memorials were adopted and ordered 
printed in our Conference minutes. 


TEMPERANCE. 


WHEREAS the beneficent effects of the Anti-canteen Law have been 
manifest in the diminution of drunkenness, and, in the improved condi- 
tion of the soldiers of the United States army since its enforcement, by 
the testimony of army officers in high position; and, 

WHEREAS in all the States where prohibition of the liquor traffic is 
enforced, whether under local option, anti-saloon league or statutory 
prohibition, crime, taxation and all the suffering the fateful traffic entails, 
have been greatly reduced. 

Therefore be it Resolved: That we, the lay members of the Southern 
California Conference, request the General Conference to memorialize 
the President and Congress of the United States, asking that the sale of 
intoxicating liquors be prohibited in the District of Columbia and on all 
jslands and in allterritories under Federal control. 

2. Resolved: That we believe the declaration of the General Confer- 
ence of 1888 to be wholly true; viz: That the liquor traffic cannot be 
licensed without sin. 

In 1892 we “‘record our deliberate judgment that no political party 
has a right to expect, nor ought it to receive the support of Christian 
men so long as it stands committed to the license policy or refuses to put 
itself on record in an attitude of open hostility to the saloon. But the 
foregoing must not be considered as in the interest of any political 


party.” 


COMMENDING DR. BOVARD. 


BE rf RESOLVED: That we, the Lay Association of the Southern 
California Conference, now assembled, do hereby affirm our apprecia- 
tion of the character and work of our beloved Presiding Elder, the Rev. 
Geo. F. Bovard. That we commend his ability and faithfulness, not 
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only in the discharge of his duties as an elder, but also his splendid 

work as a commissioner on the Book Concern; and that we hereby 

declare our regret in losing him from the office that he has so success- 

fully held in the past six years, and pray that he may be long spared to 

serve the Church, in the new, or any other relation she may place him. 
Adopted. 5 


CONFERENCE CLAIMANT FUND. 


RESOLVED: That this Lay Association recommend that the annual 
distribution of the fund known and collected as the Conference Claim- 
ant Fund be distributed to the re pective claimants entitled thereto, on 
the basis of, and in proportion to the years of efficient services rendered 
to the Church. Providing that in such recognition of services there 
shall be taken into consideration the relative pastorates served and sal- 
aries received during such years of service and preference shall be given 
to the dependent pastors having suffered the greatest hardships and self 
denials. 

Adopted. 


ON THE SOCIAL EVIL. 


WHEREAS: Impur’ty in its various forms is one of the greatest 
hindrances to the progress of the human race, destroying beloved sons 
and daughters, and bringing to our homes unspeakable sorrow; and 

Whereas: Every system of recognized prostitution, encourages 
profligacy, increases the number of illegitimate births, develops clandes- 
tine prostitution, and lowers the standard of public and private morality; 
and 

Whereas: The State law of California forbids ‘‘the erecting, own- 
ing, leasing, entering or using any house or building for the purpose of 
prostitution,’ and . 

Whereas: There are about 300 girls and women occupying rooms 
in the so-called ‘‘crib district”? of the city for immoral purposes: 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, Ist: That we,the members of the 
Lay Association of the Southern California Conference here assembled 
on this 18th day of September, 1903, do, in the interest of good morals, 
law and order, protest against the further protection or permission of 
such violations of the law in the interests of this awful traffic. 

Resolved, 2nd: That we hereby demand the rigid and faithful 
enforcement of the law that this foul blot upon our civilization may be 
guickly effaced, and we pledge our sacred honor as citizens and vo‘ers, 
to do all within our power to accomplish the purpose here set forth. 

Adopted. 


ON HIGHER CRITICISM. 


To the Bishops and Members of the General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church:— 

DEAR FATHERS AND BRETHREN: We the members of the Lay 
Association of the Southern California Conference in session assembled 
in Los Angeles, Cal, September 18th, 1903, respectfully represent to 
your honorable body that for the past ten years it has been openly and 
persistently alleged on public platforms, in public prints and in pamph- 
lets sent broadcast throughout the Church, that erroneous and false doc- 
trines and destructive theories have been, and are, now, taught in Bos- 
ton University School of Theology and in Garrett Biblical Institute, and 
that in those schools the Authority, Genuineness and Reliability of 
large portions of the Holy Scriptures havé been Discredited and Denied; 
the Trustworthiness and Authority of the Teachings of our Lord Jesus

Christ Minimized and Attacked; His possession of the Attributes of 
Deity, when in the flesh, denied; and the teachings of the Apostles and 
New Testament writers, (to whom Jesus Christ promised the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit in order that they might set forth All The Truth to a 
lost world ) are openly attacked as being unathoritative and unreliable 
concerning the facts, truths and personages of the Old Testament used 
by them in teaching Christ’s followers, and 

That ten annual Conferences have already strongly condemned such 
teachings in our schools, and in some cases have withdrawn their sup- 
port from the above mentioned schools, and have asked that a strict in- 
vestigation be made and, 

That it is alleged that certain professors are still teaching theories 
and doctrines in.our schools, and have since the General Conference of 
1900 published, in book form, their destructive doctrines and theories 
and have, because of their responsible positions in the church, found 
easy entrance into Methodist hearts and homes, and, 

That the institutions in which they teach have acquired such power 
in the local Conferences where they are situated, due to the localizing of 
their graduates and other reasons, that it seems difficult to secure a fair 
and impartial investigation by the Conferences to which was entrusted 
the duty of protecting the local schools from false doctrines and disloyal 
teachers, and whereas such an investigation was.last year desired bya 
large minority of one such Conference and was denied them on motion 
of the president of the accused institution, now 

THEREFORE, we desire to strongly re-affirm our unalterable opposi- 
tion to such teachers being in our theological schools and seminaries and 
to such teaching being given to our sons and daughters and to the com- 
ing ministry of our church, and we do very strongly insist that a thorough 
and impartial investigation be made by the General Conference, (1904), 
into the teachings given in the above mentioned institutions, and into 
any others of whose loyalty to Methodist doctrines there may be a 
reasonable doubt, tothe end that the Methodist Episcopal Church may 
be fully informed of the exact facts of the case and a definite decision 
concerning the soundness of such teachings arrived at, and a long stand- 
ing cause of much anxiety and sharp controversy removed, so that the 
Church may give the whole of her energies to her soul-saving and edify- 
ing work, and further, 

That, in order that the above mentioned investigation may be char- 
acterized by mature deliberation and spiritual discernment, we do hereby 
request the Board of Bishops to lay before the General Conference, 
(1904), a full and complete statement, (with or without comment, as they 
may deem wise), of the theories and teachings given in the above men- 
tioned schools, and of any others of whose teaching the Board of Bishops 
may be in doubt asto their being Biblical and Methodistic, and, 

That, we do further request that the rule requiring only a majority 
of the Board of Bishops for the confirmation of the election of a pro- 
fessor be changed to a two-thirds majority of the Bishops present and 
voting. 

Adopted. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL MISSIONARY JOURNAL. 


WuHereas the Sunday School is a very large and important factor in 
the work of our Church, and 

WuHEREAS it is of the utmost importance to train the children and 
young people of the Sunday School to an intelligent and sympathetic 
jnterest in our Church’s missionary enterprises, therefore, 

RESOLVED that we the Lay Association of the Southern California 
Conference, memorialize the General Conference to provide for the estab- 
lishment of a monthly missionary journal suited to the age and the needs 
of our Sunday School scholars. 
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DIVORCE LAWS. 


WHEREAS—We believe that the sanctity of the home is the chief 
foundation-stone of our government; and, 

WHEREaS—Through the diversity and laxity of the divorce laws of 
the different states, the sacredness of the Marriage-tie is being ignored 
and made light of; therefore, 

Be it Resolved—That we, the lay members of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference, request the General Conference to memorialize the 
Congress of the United States, asking them to pass a uniform divorce 
law for all states and territories. 

Adopted. 


SUNDAY LAW. 


RESOLVED—That we deeply deplore the absence of a Sabbath-day 
law from the statutes of our state, and we urge the clergy and laymen 
of our church to continue the use of every right means to influence the 
lawmakers of our state to wipe out the public stigma that stands against 
the fair name of our state, viz: That we are the only state in the Union 
with no legally recognized Sabbath. 

Adopted. 


ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE WORK. 


We regard the Anti-Saloon League asa divinely prompted church 
movement. 

We heartily endorse its delared doctrines and policy and hereby 
express our strongest approval of its attitude of opposition to all forms 
and features of liquor license and to the increase of liquor license tax. 

We commend Dr. Chapman for his relentless, vigorous and uncom- 
promising fight against the common foe of our homes, and we pledge to 
this movement our cordial and constant co-operation in its efforts to 
unite all friends of temperance reform, irrespective of partisan affilia- 
tions and preferences, in such action as will result in the earliest poss- 
ible extermination of the beverage liquor traffic. 


BONDS. 


RESOLVED—That in all cases where business is conducted by any 
person or persons for the church, involving the use of church property 
or funds, such person or persons conducting such business shall give 
good and sufficient bonds to indemnify the church against financial loss, 
by negligence or misappropriation of the funds of such business.
